he threatened her with de atb, taking her 
by the throat, and saying that ha would 
ehoot her 
He thon urged hei to marry 


him, promising her all the money slie 
desired if she would run away with him 
She refused, and thereupon he assaulted 
her with great brutality

trying one for the young girl 
She said 


that on a former occasion the priest had

HOW THE CABS ARE RUN. 


The Electric Power and How it i 


Applied. 


Ever since the Citizens' company com 


menoed running their street cars by elec 
tricity, there has been more or less specu 
lation and inquiry as to how electricity ii 
produced and how the power is applied 
The people who have visited the power 
station and have seen the cars in opera 
tion, have only an imperfect idea ns to 
how the thing is done. The REPUBLICAN 
reporter has been chatting with the elec- 
tricians on the subject, and stripped as 
far as possible of all confusing electrical 
terniE, so that the general reader can 
better understand the explanation, the 
following story is told: 


THE POWEE STATION. 


The electricity for the onti'-) line is 


jenerated at the power station ou East 
North street. There are in position two 
80-horse power generators, or dynamos, 
>perated by two Ideal engines of 125- 
loree power each. Only one generator 
s run at a time, as the power furnished 
with one is ample for the present number 
)f cars on the tracks. The other is there 
'f> be used in case of an accident, or if in 
ilture double power is required. 


HOW ELECTRICITY Is PEODUOB1). 


The armature of the generator rests 


>etween two powerful magnets, nnd the 
iraaature is the piece of the machine 
.hat makes revolutions, 900 to the min- 
ute; the 900 revolutions per minute pro- 
duces a steady current of 500 volts, one 
generator being capable of furnishing 
)ower for running 15 oars. The current 
s taken off one end of the armature, 
sailed the commutator, by means of four 
3arbon brushes, each two inches wide,the 
wushes being hnrder than slate. From 
he brushes the current is conveyed by 
wo wires to the switch board, where the 
urrent passes through the indicator, 
howingthe amount of power being used; 
hrough a rheostat which controls the 
wwer let out of the station, thence 
hrough a lightning!arrester to protect 
he station, thence to the conducting 
wire over the cars. 


APPLYING THE POWEli. 


In all electrical machines there is a 


positive and a negative wire. The posi- 
ive wire is the overhead wire, the con- 
nctor of the current; ihe couductor is 
harged with electricity from one end to 
he other of the system. The negative 
wire is the rnil on which the cars run, 
ach rail being connected by a copper 
wire, and on the negative is tnken the 


lectncity which comes off the wheels, 
eturniug again through the rails to a 
ire in front of the station which conveys 
le electricity continually to the genera- 
or. the negative carbon brushes placing 
. on the armature commutator, thus 
orming a complete circuit. Without the 
seful trolley the electric motive powe 
•onld be useless. 
Everybody knows 


hat a trolley is—it is mounted on an 
ou staff, which is fastened securely li 
le top of each car. The rod which is 
itached to the staff by means of springs 
xtends at an angle to the overhead wire 
nd imbedded in the wooden rod are two 
ires which connect with the rapidly re 
plving copper wheel under the overheat' 
ire and licks off n certain quantity oi 
ectricity, the balance passing onwart 
> supply other cars on the line. 
The 


ectnnity which passes down the trolley 
>d is conveyed to the motor truck undci 


the car by means of hidden wires.throiigh 
a lightning arrester and rheostat, which 
lust nnmed inventioncontrolstheamount 
of power the uriver permits to go through 
the motor, the driver regulating this by 
the number of turns he gives the crank. 
The motor is simply a generator on a 
small scale, the electricity admitted cans- 
ing the armature to whirl rapidly and 
give the power which sends the car 
skimming along at 15 to IlO'milcs an hour 
if desired. As before stated, the current 
pauses from the motor to the wheels, 
thencotothe rails and buck to the gener- 
ator at the station, except thai part 
which gives the Hashes from the mils 
especially at night, nnd also that winch 
goes into the ground wherever there is a 
dnmp place.

VOCAL TRAINING. 


Something Abont the Teachlnc of tittle 


Children to Slug. 


Two questions in connection with the 


training of the voice are to bo discussed, 
viz. i When it should be commenced and 
whe'-ber it should be interrupted during 
the so called "cracking" period. With 
regard to the first of these questions I 
ain strongly of opinion that training can 
hardly be began too early. Of course, 
the kind and amount of practice that are 
necessary in the adult would he mon- 
strous in a young child, but there is no 
reason why, even at the age of 0 or 7, 
the right method of voice production 
should not be taught. 


Singing, like any other art, is chiefly 


learned by imitation, and it seetns a pity 
to lose the advantage of those precious 
early years when that faculty is most 
highly developed. 
Thero is no fear of 


injuring the larynx or straining the 
voice by elementary instruction of this 
kind. On thu contrary, it is habitual 
faulty vocalization which is pernicious. 


The sooner the right way of using the 


voice is taught the more easy will it be 
to guard against tho contraction of bail 
habits, which can only be corrected at a 
later period with infinite trouble. 


Many of the finest voices have been 


trained almost from the cradle, so to 
speak. I need only to mention Adulina 
I'atti, Christine Nilsson, Jenny Lind ami 
Miuc. Album, but there are numbers of 
other queens of song who owe a great 
part of their success to the same cause. 
As for tho other point, I am still an ob- 
stinate dissenter from the "orthodox" 
teaching of singing masters on the sub- 
ject. 


I have already more than onco ex- 


pressed my belief that thero is no reason 
why training, within certain limits ami 
under strict supervision by a competent 
person, should not be carried on when 
the voice is in the transition stage of its 
development from childhood to adoles- 
cence. 


The stock argument, invariably ad- 


vanced to prove the necessity of suspend- 
ing tho education of tho voice till it has 
passed through the "breaking" period, is 
that, as the parts are undergoing active 
changes, they therefore require complete 
rest. This would equally apply to th 
limbs, and, in some, degree, also to the 
brain. \'etlani not aware that it has 
ever been proposed to forbid growing 
lads from exercising their bodies, even 
in games involving cor-.iderable muscu- 
lar violence, or to interrupt tJiccducation 
of tho mental powers till the brain has 
become fully formed. 
Over pressure 


thero may be, no doubt, in voice trainin 
as in other kinds of instruction. 


All voices are not capable of bearing 


the same amount of training. 
Each cast 


must bo dealt with according to what tin 
doctors call tlie particular "indications' 
that tnay arise. My thesis holds gooi 
only ns a rule, to which there may bi 
many individual exceptions. A judicious 
teacher will, however, have no difficult) 
in deciding as to the best course tondop 
iu any given instance.—Sir Moroll Mac 
kcnzie in Contemporary Review.
